1. Richard Hambzidge, was indicted for ſteal- 


ling from Mr, Soma, Mears 1 J. 25. 6 d. and 


other Things, on the 25th of November laſt. 
Thomas Mears, He was my Apprentice, and is 

about 15 Years of Age. On the 25th of Nowember 

he run away: My Wife faid that $4 had robb'd me: 


I went np Stairs to Jook into the Drawers, and miſs'd 


the Money and Goods. There were 13 Guineas and 
a half, a 26 Shilling Piece, five Half Crowns, a 


| Punch-Ladle, fix Silver Spoons, eight Razors and 


two Wigs. My Man went in Purſuit of him. 
About 11 or 12 o'Clock at Night he (the Priſoner) 


of London, and Juſtices of 
Gaol-Delivery of Newgate, holden for the ſaid City, 


one of the Watchmen. 


Pot. I told him that the Soldier was upon Duty, 


came to my Door, and ſeem'd to be ſorry for what

ames Hawkins. At the Queen's- Head near 
Whitechapel Church, The Priſoner wanted a 


Lodging, and deſir'd to lie at my Houſe, even if it 


were with my Soldier. He call'd for a Pint of Het- 


and 


and he might lie in the Soldier's Bed. I locked up 
my Till, in which there were ſome Keys and a 
Silver Spoon; but in the Morning I found the 
Till broke open and the Spoon gone, There was 
no Body elſe in the Houſe that I could ſuſpect: Ac- 
cordingly we took him up, and carry'd him before 
juſtice Rickards, and there I found a Handkerchief 
of mine within the Lining of the Crown of his 
Hat, and it was mark'd with my Name. This is 
the Handkerchief that was found upon him before 
the Juſtice, ” 

9, What is the Value of the Handkerchief? 

James Hawkins, I value it at one Shilling. 

Priſoner. When I was ſearch'd by the Proſe- 
cator, he had my Hat in his Hand a Quarter of 
an Hour. | : 


James Jaſper. I am a Carpenter: I work'd for 


him (the Proſecutor) and I came abour a Quarter be- 
fore Five o'Clock, and knock'd him up; and I went 
backwards and found the Till open, and aſk'd him, 
how it came to be ſo? He deſir d me to ſtay a little, 
and we ſearch'd the Priſoner, and found norhing 
upon him then; but the Handkerchief was found 
afterwards in the Crown of the Hat-Lining. 

Ekzabeth Perfect. My Lord, I live at Mr. Haw- 
lin 's. This Man (the Priſoner) came up to go to his 
Bed, and came into my Room, which furpriz'd me 
very much; and after he went out of my Room, he 
walk'd up and down Stairs, with a Light in his 
Hand, bare Foot; and the next Morning I heard 
that Mr, Haeukins was robb'd. | 

Priſoner. The Woman tells wrong; I did not 
go out of my Room, nor walk bare Foot. 

John Bird. I went to Work and was taken ill. 
Ilive over-againſt Mr. Haaulins's; and Mr, Haws- 
fins told me he had been robb'd, and he faid, of a 
Silver Spoon, | | 

Priſoner. I know no more of that Handkerchief 
than the Child unborn, When I came down I was 
karch'd; and my Hat was ſearch'd; and when they 
came before the Juſtice, they took off my Hat, and 
the Handkerchief was found, as ſaid; but how it 
came there, I know no more than the Child un- 
bory, I have no Witneſs here; the Regiment is 
march'd down to Scotland, Guilty.

3. John Maſon, was indicted for ſtealing a 
Bank Note of 201, the Property of Elizabeth

Elizabeth Matthezvs, The Priſoner at the Bar 
Was my Footman, I had a Draught of 501, upon 
Mr. Neal, my Son- in-Law, and I ſent the Priſoner 


_ the Draught to Mr. Martin's, the Banker, or- 
110g him to bring me two 201, Bank Notes and

101. in Money; and accordingly he brought me 


back the two Bank Notes and ten Pounds in Caſh 
for the Draught. I was not very well. I was at 
Mr. Neal's Houſe in Million-Banł, and he brought 
me the Notes up into my Daughter's Chamber: I put 


them into my Purſe, and the Parſe into my Pocket. 


When I came Home I Iock'd them up in my Buroe, 
in my own Bed-Chamber; This was over-Night ; 
and the next Morning the Priſoner came np to know 
my Orders, and I had Occaſion to ſend him to the 
Toy-Shop : He came cloſe to my Dreſſing- Table to 
have his Order; I got up and went to my Buroe to 
take myPurſe and give him the Studs that were in it; 
I eurn'd my Purſe inſide- out upon the Table, Money 
and Notes | 

Q. Did: you ſee the Note at that Time? 

Flizabeth Matt heaus. Yes, my Lord. I did this 
to find the two Studs that were at the Bottom of the 


Purſe, After this, I put the Money again into the 


Purſe, and going to put the Notes in, ſaid I, Here 
is but one Bank Note; the other Note was gone. 
Look, Madam, ſaid he, is it not upon the Ground ? 
Well, we ſearch'd diligently, but it could not be 
found. I look'd, and faid it was not on the Ground. 
T did not charge him with taking it, nor miſtruſt 


him, as he had liv'd with me between two and three 


Years, I ſent him into the City to Mr. Neale's, to 
know whether it did not ſlip out of my Hand in 
putting them into my Purſe; but there was none 
found-there. After this he (Mr, Neal) went with 
me to the Bank, to ftop the Payment of the Note : 
The Priſoner alſo went there with me. 
thought no more of it. | 
Ebenezer Blackawe!l, This was a Draught for 
5ol, upon Mr, Neal. The Bearer of it was one 


Fobn Mafm, who brought it from Mrs. Matthews, 
and he had in exchange two Bank Notes of 20 J. 


each, and 101, in Money. And this Bank Note does 
exactly correſpond with the Bank Note then given; 
for we enter the Number, Date and Sum of every 
Note coming in or going out, This Note being 
ſtolen, was brought to me: Jexamin'd it by our 
Books, and found it correſpond with the Number, 
Date and Sum of the Entry thereof paid unto Mr, 
NeaPs Draught; and becauſe I would be fure it was 
right, I put the ſecond Letter of my Name. 

9, From whom receiy'd you this Note? 
"Ebenezer Blackavell, From a Clerk of the Bank: 
Mr. NeaPs Clerk was with me firſt of all. 


Madam, are you ſure that this is the Prifo- 


ner's Hand- writing ? 


Mrs. Matthews, Yes, IJ have ſeen him write ſe- 


vera] Times, and I am ſure it is his own Hand-wri- 
ting, 
Hinckizy 
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Rog DI TO 


Hinckley Phipps. The Priſoner, my Lord, came 
to my Shop in Cheapfide : I am a Linnen-Praper, 
and he came and bought Cloth of my Man to the 
Amount of 21, 13 8. after which he preſented the 
Bill to my Man and deſired Change, and truly I 
did not care to change it for ſo little Money being 
laid out: But, however, I bid my Man run down 
with it to the Bank, and ſee whether it was a good 


Note. But my Servant returning, tells me that the 
Payment of it was ſtopt at the Bank, which I im- 


mediately acquainted the Priſoner with, and told 
him thac T would go with him to the Bank, to 
know the Reaſon of it. As we were going along 1 
aſked him about his receiving it, and he ſaid that 
he receiv'd it of one Sands, a Barber in Holborn , 
and he ſpeaking broad, I aſked him whether he was 


a Scoth Hair Merchant? and he ſaid that he was, 


and that he had given for the Bank-Note 121. iu 
Hair and 8 J. in Money. He was then well dreſs'd, 
like a Merchant; he had on a Snufft-colour'd Coat, 


aà Silk Waiſtcoat of the ſame Colour, and a white 


Wig. He gave in his Name at the Bank, Thomas 


Turner ; the Clerk aſked him ſome Queſtions, how 


he came by it, and he told him the fame Story that 


I have juſt related to your Lordſhip. He ſaid his 


Name was Turner, and that he lived at the Blue Boar 
at Turn-Stile in Holborn. My Lord, I did believe 
him to be entirely innocent to the laſt Degree, for 
he had a very ſteady Countenance and an Air of Ho- 
neſty ; and therefore I ofter'd my Service to go along 


with him to Mr, Nea/'s, to know the Reaſon why 


the Note was ſtopt, for it appear'd at the Bark that 
it was ſtopt by Mr. Neal. He made no Scruple to 
go to Mr. Neal; but as we were walking along in 
Lombard. Street, I turn'd about to ſpeak to him, and 
he was gone. Mr. Neal lives in a Court in Lombard. 
Street. When I miſſed him then, I was reſolved to 
go to Mr. NeaPs, where deſcribing the Man, they 
thought the Deſcription anſwer'd to Mrs. Matibeaus's 
Footman, and they told me that he was to go to 
live with Dr. Furin. I afterwards ſaw him, and 
knew him to be the Man that brought me the Bank 
Note, and he confeſs'd it before Sir Thomas De Veil. 

2. Well, Sir, can you ſwear that this is the ſame 
Note? | 

Hinckley Phipps. It is the ſame Number, but my 
Knowledge may not amount to a ſufficient Teſtimo- 
ny to ſwear ; yet I verily believe it is. The Pri- 
ſoner ſaid at Sir Thomas De Veil's, that he brought 
this Bank-Note to me: He faid there that he took it 
off of the Gronnd ; and before he ſaid, that he had 
it of a Barber in Holborn. He denied for two Hours 
together at Dr. Jurin's, that ever he ſaw my Face, 
and with ſuch a ſteady Countenance that I never 
ſaw the like before in all my Life. 


_ - Thamas Green. The Priſoner, oh Saturday was 
a Fortnight, bought {ri Cloth to the Value of 21. 
13 8. and after he bought it, he gave me a Bank 
Ball for Change: I carried it to my Maſter in the 
Counting-Houſe, and he ſent me down to the Ban- 
to ſee whether it was a good Note. : 

2. Was that the Note? | 

Green, I can't be poſitive that that was the 
Note, 

2. Are yon ſure that the Priſoner at the Bar did 
buy the Cloth ? | 

Green, Yes, very ſure, I am a Servant to Mr. 
Phipps. I know that I carried the Note to the Bank 


Saturday was a Fortnight, and found the Payment 


of it ſtopt. | 

William Cutler. I am a Clerk at the Bank. Thie 
Note was brought to me, and he that brought it ſaid 
he came from Mr. Phipps, I told him it was 4 
ſtopt Note, and aſked who he took it of; and he 
ſaid there was a Perſon in his Maſter's Shop that 
brought it, aud I told him he muſt bring the Perſou 
to the Bank, that he might make out his Claim ta 
it, Mr, Phipps and the Priſoner, I believe it was, 
came to the Bank, and I went up with them to the 
Secretary; and Mr, Phipps ſaid that he would go 
along with him (the Priſoner) to Mr, Nea/'s. He 
ſaid at the Bank that he ſold ſome Hair to a Barber, 
and gave him 8 I. in Change out of the Note; upon 
which they went away to Mr. Neal's. This Note 
has been in my Cuſtody ever ſince the 16th of Ne. 
wvember : This is the very Note, and it has been in 
my Poſſeſſion ever ſince ; Shew it to Ebenezer 
Blackavell. 

Ebenezer Blackawell, This is the Note that is in 
our Book. 5 

2. How does it appear that this is ſtopt in Pay- 
ment ? Do you remember the Time of che Entry, 
and by whom enter'd? 

Blackavell, By the Secretary's Clerk: It is 4 
Bank Note enter'd in the Books of the Bank. 

Mr. Morris. T am Caſhier of the Band: I know 
nothing more of it, than that this is a Bank Note 
ſigned by me. | 

Priſoner. I don't very well know how I cane 
by it, but I took up this Note with another Piece 
of Paper, and put it into my Frock-pocket, but did 
not know at all that I had it. |

Fohn. Brown, I have known the Priſoner at tit

Z. William ales and Robert Dkeen, were 
indicted for the Murder of Mill am Huff, on the 
20th of Auguſt. 

Flizabeth Huff, My Lord, I have no more to 
fay, but that my Huſband died in the Infirmary 1 
Geodman's-Fields the 14th of September, My Hul- 
band was a Wheelwright, and was making a great 
Wheel, I ſaw bim at work about a Quarter of an 
Hour, and I went home that Night, He came Home 
very much wounded, and I aſked him how it hap- 
pen'd; and he ſaid two Men came into the Shop 
(the Prifoners at the Bar) and they threatned his 
Life, The Wound, I believe, was an Inch and a 
Quarter broad and long; he bled very much; I got 
him a Pennyworth of Diaculum, and ſcraped ſome 
Lint, and made a Plaiſter, and put it on, and put 


him to Bed; and I pit a Sheet under his Leg: He 


bled very much, and had no Sleep that Night, but 
was Light-headed. 
wrights a Confederacy, or a Combination; and theſe 
were thoſe that threatned both Maſter and Man; and 
they ſaid that they would do 1t for them, and they 
doubled their Fiſts; and William Hales and Robert 
Steen had before threatned him.

He (the Deceaſed) came and Jaid his Leg at my 
Poor, and I gor ſome Brandy and fine Sugar for 
him ; and he faid, It is bard for me to be cut, and 
I believe it wilt be my Death; they ſaid that I 
ſhould not finiſh my Work, There was the next 
Morning a great deal of Blood; and ſome Hours be- 
fore he died he ſaid, I ſhall never live to ſee another 
Day, but I hope that God and you will right my 
Wife. 

William Boſacorih. I accidentally went into Mr. 
Brown's Shop, and wben I came in J heard raſh 
Words; and I heard one of them two (the Priſoners 
at the Bar) ſay, God d—n his Blood, I believe I 
have cur'd him for to-Day. | | 

William Hall, I thought I heard one of them 
ſay, that he was very ſorry ; and the other ſaid, 
God d—n his Blood, I have cur'd him for working 
to-Day, Mr, Brown not being at Home, I went 
away as faſt as I could. | 

William Brown. I came Home at about 12 
o'Clock at Night, and went down early in the Morn- 
ing, and the Room was very bloody; aud I en- 
quir'd who did this, and they ſaid rhe Priſoners at 
the Bar, They had ſeveral Times threaten'd him 
that be ſhonld not work, becauſe they are in 2 
Combination to raiſe the Price of their Wages; and 
they ſivore that they would ſoon cauſe him to leave 
Work, 

©. Philip Barton, what have you to ſay ? 

Philip Barton, No farther than what he (the 
Deceas'd) ſaid unto me: On the roth of September, 
I ſaw him at the Infirmary in Goodman's-Fialds, and 
I aſk*dhim what they ſaid of his Wound, and how 
it happen'd? He ſaid ons (of the Priſoners) was ſor- 
ry, and the other ſeem'd glad, and that he ſaid, 
Madam, I have made your Man cut himſelf. 

Fohn Hanſon, I did apprehend that J ſhould 
have no Occaſion to come here, becauſe he (the De- 
ceas'd) ſeem'd to ſay that it was accidental.

I rauſt confeſs that I was very much in Liquor. It 
was about Eight or Nine o'Clock at N ish.

William Counſel. It was found upon the Eldeſt 
at the Bar: it was taken from her the 4th of No- 
vember at her own Houſe, 

Elizabeth Lloyd. The yonng Woman at the Bar

Elizabeth Lloyd. I don't know.

Gentlemen, I think in order to find the 
Priſoner Guilty, there will be three Things to 
prove to you: Firſt, That this was a forg'd, al- 
ter'd, connterfeir Ticket. This is the firſt Fact I 
ſhall Jay before you, The next Thing, in order to 
bring it home to the Priſoner at the-Bar, will be to 
ſhew you, that this Ticket ſo altered, counterfeited 
and forged, was ſold by him to a Perſon at Hazard's 
Lottery-Office.

In 
order to ſnhew that, i it may be neceſſary to obſerve 
to you the Manner of making out theſe Lottery 
Tickets. Tis directed, that there ſhall be a Book 
made, and that in that Book there ſhall be three 
Columns. I ſhall firſt mention to you the Columns, 
then the Reaſon. The Act of Parliament directs, 
that the Book ſhal! be divided into three Columns, 
the middle Column 1s to be the Ticket, which is to 
be ſold and diſpos d off to the Proprietor of the 
Lottery. The outſide is to be given to the Adven- 
turer. The Ticket next to that goes into the Wheel, 
but between them there are Flouriſhes, and thoſe 
Flouriſhes muſt exactly agree. Further, at the 
End of the other Ticket there is another Flouriſn, 
which, when the Party comes to the Government 
to receive the Prize, ſuppoſing it to be a Prize, tis 
check'd with a Flouriſh remaining upon the Back; 


and if it does not agree with it, 'tis clear *cis a 


Forgery, I don't think the Wiſdom of Man could 
have invented a greater Method of certain Security, 
than having theſe particular Flourifhes, ſo divided 
by a Pair of Sciflars. Then, Gentlemen, Jet us 
conſider, whether this Ticket deſerves the Name of 
a true genuine Ticket; or, whether it deſerves the 
Name of a counterfeit or forged Ticket, Upon 
the Face of the Ticket itſelf, we ſhall produce the 
Purport to be of Number 1916 5; that Purport is 
upon the Face of it.

Holland was told, gave him ſome Suſpicion, that 
he ſer about ſearching into this Affair; upon that 
he took up both the Defendants, and carried them 
before Sir Thomas De Veil, The Defendant, Taylor, 
made a Confeſhon ; we have Evidence of both their 
Confeflions, but we believe we ſhall hardly have 
Occaſion to make Uſe of either of them, but there 
is one Circumſtance that may be mentioned, which 
happen'd upon this Information. The Defendant, 
Taylor, was aſk'd, whether the Marriage was con- 
ſummared ; upon that the Defendant, NRobinſon, ſaid, 
you don't underſtand the Meaning of that Word; 
upon that he ſpoke plainly, that he had not lain 
with her. I mention this to ſhew tliat there was 
no real Marriage intended by theſe two Perſons, 
but a fraudulent Marriage to another Perſon, Tis 
not to be ſuppos'd, that Perſons that had ſo much 
Art and Wickedneſs to conduct a Scheme of this 
Kind, ſhould. have ſo much Honeſty to declare their 
wicked Intentiops, therefore the Fact muſt be ga- 
ther'd from Circumſtances, Let us conſider what - 
would be the nacural Conſequence of this Marriage, 
ſuppoſe it could have been brought to take Effect, 
between Mr. Holland, and the Defendant, Robin ſon; 
if it took Effect in his Life-time, it would have 
been the greateſt Injury imaginable, not only in 
Point of Fortune, in marrying a Gentleman of 
Fortune to a Servant, a Perſon wortIf nothing, and 
probably leſs than nothing, and binding him to a 
Woman ; whereas the very Manner of his being 
bound to her, he muſt detelt and abhor. If it was 
to take an Effect after his Death, then it would be a 
great Loſs to the Heirs of Mr. Holland, who would 
loſe ſo much of their own juſt Rights. Tis not 
only a Miſdemeanour, but of ſich a heinous Na- 
, ture, 
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ture, that there is no Puniſaroent that the Law can 
infli& for a Miſdemeanour, is ſevere enough. + 

; Pleaſe your Lordſhip, I am likewiſe Council for 
the Praſecution. Gentlemen, this is an Of- 
fenoe of the moſt uncommon Kind, as well as of a 
moſt wicked and dangerous Tendency. Tis a Rob- 


bery not only againſt a ſingle Perſon, but his Heirs 


and Executors; it would leave an Imputation of 
Charge upon him after his Death: All this was to 
be effected aſter his Death, the Conſequence of this 
would have been, to ſet up Claims for the Diſtribu- 
tion of his Eſtate againſt his Heirs and neareſt . of 
Kin: Nay, it might have been attended with ano- 


ther Conſequence; he might have married a Lady, 


and have had Children, -thar this fictitious Marriage 

might have been ſet up againſt his real one, and 

might prove his lawful Children to be 1llegitimare,. 

and his Eſtate 80 among Counter fraes and Im- 
ors. - 

The Common Law of England; as tis a bow of 
Mercy, anticipates the Devices of wicked People; 
therefore, Gentlemen, if we prove this Fact of 
Conſederacy, if that Man did perſonate Mr. Hol-

Our Common Law don't hinder any People from 
marrying together by any Name they pleaſe ; there- 
fore, this Conſpiracy only muſt appear ro you to be 
ſome Injury to ſome Perſon or another, and parti- 
cularly this Gentleman, who ſays he is ſo injur'd. I 
Mall hearcily agree with the Doctrine that has been 
adyanced by the Gentlemen on the other Side, with 


regard to this Conſpiracy ; but that Intent ought to 
be made plain; which muſt naturally ariſe from the 
Fact itſelf, and not by way of Suppoſition; for *ris 


Conſpiracy only, as I apprehend, will make it cri- 
minal. I ſhould be ſorry to advance Doctrines not 
eſtabliſh'd by the Law Common, or by Statutes, I ne- 
ver heard, that particular Perſons may not marry 
by whatſoever Name they pleaſe, Suppoling People 


were got in Debt, and it was improper to go by 
their own Names, and they thought proper to mar- 
ry by a fictitious Name, and tlie Name happens to 


tally with the Name of ſome Man or Woman; ; they 


may imagine they are injur'd: By what Law is 
any Man injur'd by it? If they could make out that 
there has been a Combination on purpoſe to affect 
the Eſtate of a third Perſon, or on purpoſe to claim 
that Eſtate in their Lifetime; then it would have 
amounted to a Combination together; it would 
have amounted. to a Conſpiracy, to injure a third 
Perſon : Bur, is there any thing like it? Was there 
any Diſcourſe upon 1t ? What they might have in 
their Heads, God knows! I never knew any human 
Judicature could reach the Thoughts or Intentions, 
till Facts were made plain and clear. 

As 1n the Caſe of the Lottery Ticket, that was 
argued in this Place ſome time ago: Any Perſon 
lying might take it and cut it to Pieces, and make 
what Alterations he pleas'd, provided he did it with- 
out any Intention to defraud any Perſon, 

My Lord, this 1s a Precedent of the moſt danze- 
rous Conſequence ; and 'tis ſtretching the Law upon 
the ſuppos'd Fancy of an Indictment-Drawer, be- 
yond whatever was known: If this was to pre- 
vail, I could mention an hundred Illconyeniencis 


Per ſons might be brought into. 


Suppoſe a Perſon comes into a Room, and there 


ſhould happen to be a Parcel of Ladies, and he 


blows out the Candle; Oh! this is a Rogne, and 
he intends ſome Attack upon their Virtue : 
If a covetous Man ; oh, this is a Rogue ; he could 
blow the Candle out wich no other. "Intention but 


to pick theſe Ladies Pockets ; and all upon a Suppo- 


ſition z whether the Man ever tonch'd one of the 
Women, or ever attempted to pick a Pocket, S0 
the Drawer of the Indictment is to fancy that this 
1s a Criminal Thing, tho* no Fact was ever done. 
J ſhould agree with you, if ſhe had come and iid 
ſhe was actual! y. married, and had declared her In- 
tention, or had ſhe claim'd any Benefit; but to 
fay, *til] that is done, what I had in my Head, 
you muſt take upon yourſelf that Judgment which 
the Almighty only can, who knows Thouglits; 


though this might be a Frolick better let alone: 


But ſhould not a Woman get her a Huſhand if ſhe 
can, and the Man get him a Wife; Marriage is 
honourable in all; and I could wiſh People would 
marry one with another and live ſuch Lives as 
they ſhould do; the contrary is Batchelor's Doc- 
trine. I never heard Marriage ſhould be call d 
Conſpiracy, becauſe I have a Mind tc marry a 
Woman by a Name not her own; perhaps it wen 
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be fame private End of their own, which the 
World might not know ; perbaps there was an 
Eſtate depending upon it. I'll imagine there was as 


zvell as they: Suppoſe ſhe ſhould have married a 


Perſon by another Name; 1t might be becauſe ſhe 
would not be deſpiſed by her Relations, or in Or- 
der to paſs well in the World, We are bound ne- 
yer to believe Iniquity unleſs it appears. 

My Lord there is a great Streſs Jaid upon this Ha- 
bit, this Dreſs of the Lady's; ſhe was dreſſed in 
Sattin, ſays the Gentleman, a pure white innocent 
Sattinz a very proper Dreſs for a Bride. He 
would conclude from thence, that ſhe was the Per- 
ſon actually married at this Time: There is no po- 
ſitive Evidence ſhe was married, tis only ground» 
ed on Suppoſition. She was dreſſed in a black 
Bonnet. That is not concluſive Evidence; a Hun- 
dred Ladies may wear white Sattin and have black 
' Bonnets, and the fame Day one of theſe Ladies 
might be married; and yer a young Gentleman, 
ſays he, looked at her very narrowly and could ſee 
her Face, It was a wonderful Thing; I think it 
2 great Difficulty to diſtinguiſh one Woman from 
another when muffled up; therefore it was no 
Wonder if this young Spark might be deceiv'd, as 
his Curioſity was only led by the Size of this Bon- 
net, Why, Gentlemen, is ſo great a Streſs to be Jaid 
on this Habit becauſe it was white Sattin? That 
might be emblematical of Innocence; there 1s 
ſomething of a particular Softneſs in the Colour, 
more agreeable to the Touch than rougher wrought 
Silk, therefore very proper for a Bride; and I be- 
lieve *tis their common Dreſs: Therefore becauſe it 
was white Sattin, and a Woman had it on, they 
conclude this muſt be the Woman, | 

My Lord they have gone through a Train of 
Evidences ; but let us ſee whether this wall amount 
to Evidence. They give you a Narrative of their 
meeting at the Stable, there was a Box brought, 
Sc. Here's a Gentleman that fills up Mr. Holland's 
Coat compleatly, but this Man could not fill it up 
which Way was that perſonating him? for my 
Part, I am at a Loſs to know; I ſhould rather 
think that their Intention was entirely otherwiſe; 
or he would nave had a Coat that ſhould have fit- 
red him better. What ſay they then, that there 
came a Box to Casker's, and then ſent to Mr. Hol- 
land's: Gentlemen, how can you tell but theſe 
Clothes might be Jent to the Gentlewoman to get 
her a Huſband, I am told ſhe was not actually a 


Servant, but came there with the Eſteem and Ap- 


probation of Miſs Andrews, ſhe having had the 
Tuition of her, If Mr, Holland had a Mind for 


a Perſon that was agreeable to him, the Clothes 
might be taken by his Approbation; I have known 
frequent Inſtances of Clothes being given, and 
ſomerimes lent by Maſters, Why therefore is this 
ſuch a mighty Matter, that a Suit of Clothes ſhould 
go out of the Houſe ? How does this manifeſt an 
Intention to do him any Wrong? If I have another 
Man's Suit of Clothes and am married in them, muſt 
it be inferr'd from thence that I intended to get his 
Eſtate ? They might alſo have ſaid I intended to 
rob him, or cut his Throat. I cannot, my Lord, 
for my Heart, conceive why this Perſon is to claim 
this Gentleman in his Life-time; it could not be 
prov'd, ſhe never did it, or ſaid ſhe was the Wife 
of Mr. Holland; and why ſhould they fay it was 
to affect him after his Death? This is faying 1 
Thing that J might never have had in my Head; 
this Intention ought to have been inanifeſted by 
ſome overt open Acts done; as if a Man ſhoots off 
a Gun into a Place where there are an hundred 
People walking; there he is doing -an unlawful 
Thing, where the People are in the utmoſt Danger; 
bur is marrying in itſelf, by another Name, an un- 
lawful Thing? Is marrying in another Man's 


Clothes unlawful; I never heard of it; nor I hope 


there never will be any ſuch Law. I ſhall ſay but 
one Word more in Favour of my Client, which I 
hope wall be ſufficient to conclude this Matter: Sup- 
poſing, for Inſtance, that ſhe had private Reaſons 
of her own for obtaining a Huſband in ſome Shape or 
another, I will ſuppoſe now, if we -are to go up- 
on Suppoſitions, that ſhe had done ſomething or 
another that was improper, that ſhe wanted a Huſ- 
band, and ſhe had a Mind to conceal his Name ; ſup» 


poſe ſhe had a Huſband to ſcreen her from Debt, and 


ſo married him by another Name ;-every Creditor of 
her's might ſay, that ſhe conſpired to marry that 
Man in order to cheat them of cheir Debts, 

Council, I am Council of the ſame Side, Pleaſe 
your Lordſhip, and you Gentlemen, of the Jury, ro 


favour me with a few Words: I beg Leave humbly, - 


in the firſt Place, to ſay, if they were married, 28 
the other Side inſiſt upon, then an Indictment for 
Conſpiracy muſt lie againſt Huſhand and Wife; in 
the next Place I ſhall ſnew, that there is no ſuffi- 
cient Proof of the Fact: Then again I would ob- 
ſerve, that an Indictment. for Conſpiracy againft 
Huſband and Wife cannot ſtand; and if your Lord- 
ſhip ſhould be of Opinion with that Part of the 
Indictment; yet, as *tis laid, I apprehend the Gen- 
tlemen have fail'd in Point of Proof; they have 
proved no Conſpiracy at all; as to injuring the 
Perſon of Mr, Hand, I apprehend nothing of

in regard to his Perſon or Eftate, Gentlemen, as 
to the Fact, where a Perſon is to be convicted as a 
Criminal; where a Perſon is ſuſjected to a Fine or 
Impriſonment, there ought to be the cleareſt Proof 
in the World. As to the Marriage, I don't appre- 
hend any one Perſon has been capable to prove the 
Fact, as to the Identity of the Woman; that is 
the Fact that you are to try: If there is no Evi- 
dence of it, in all Caſes of criminal Prolecutions, 
we are to incline to the favourable Side, which is 
Mercy. As there has been no Injury done to the 
Perſon of Mr. Holland, ſo I apprehend any two 
Perſons may marry, in any Name whatever, with- 
out a Crime; or, if it is a Crime, not puniſhable 
by an Indictment, If there had been any Claims 
on Mr. Holland's Goods or Effects, that might have 
been Evidence of Intention and Conſpiracy ; but as 
nothing of that has been prov'd, ſo it can't be 
proved any Injury to him : Perſons may have par- 
ticular Ends to themſelves in marrying in what 
Name they think fit; *tis not that which conſti- 
rates the Offence ; but it muſt be done with a De- 
fign to prejudice Mr. Holland; and as he has 
Mexw'd nothing of that Sort, no Injury can be done 
to him or his Succeſlors; therefore they have fail'd 
In this Point. | | 

Mary Robinſon. My Lord, I humbly beg this 
Favour, thongh they prove my Dreſs, that you 
would aſk Mr. Holland whether it was not my 
every Day's Dreſs; and I don't know, at this Time, 
whether I had it on or not: Mr, Holland invited 
me as a Companion to hunſelſ; and I have it un- 
der his Hand that I was not his Servant. Mary 
Robinſon and George Taylor Guilty of Conſpiracy. 

Mr. Holland recommended Taylor to the Favour 
of the Court, as belieying him to be drawn in by

The Judgment of the Court npon Mary Robinſon 
was as follows, That you be impriſon'd for the 
Space of two Years in the Gaol of Newgate; and 
after the Expiration of that Time to give Security of 
gool, and pay a Fine of five Marks.

This Indictment ſets forth, that 


Robert Fitzgerald, wickedly, unlawfully and fel. 


niouſly, did forge and counterfeit a Bill of Ex- 
change for 211, 158. payable to Capt. John Han- 
cocks This is laid to deceive Albert Neſbit and Com- 


pany, 


Council. I am Council of the fame Side in ſup- 
port of this Proſecution ; you will obſerve, Gentle- 
men, it is a Proſecution founded on an Act of Par- 
lament made in the ſecond Year of his preſent Ma- 
jeſty's Reign; *cis laid upon this Act of Parlia- 
ment, which has been found a moſt neceſſary Law, 
a Law calculated for the Benefit of Trade; and 'tis 
a little ſurprizing that our Anceſtors, who were 
very wiſe, ſhould not have thought of ſuch a Law, 
which is calculated for the Conviction and Puniſh» 
ment of ſo great a Crime as Forgery, 

On the 6th of September laſt, about Seven o'Clock 
in the Evening, the Priſoner came to this Part of 
the Town, towards the O/d Baily, and call'd for a 
Porter; a Porter anſwer'd immediately. I am a 
Stranger here in Town, ſays he; Which is the 
neareſt Way to Coleman - Street? I muſt get you to 
ſhew it me: But juſt as they were about Boa Church, 
ſays he, I want to go to Blooms Inn; is that far 
out of the Way? No, ſays the Porter; then ſnew 
me there, Then, ſaid he to the Porter, I want 
yon to carry a Bill to one Mr. Neſtit's in Coleman 
Street, and come back to me at the Inn; if you 
ſhonld not find me there, then you will find me 
here at Nine o'Clock in the Morning, When the 


Porter gave the Bill to Mr, Nesbit, he told him it 
was a good Bill, and he ſhould call To-morrow 
Morning. As he was coming back to find the Pri- 
ſoner, he heard ſome body call Porter ; there the 
Priſoner lay conceal'd in Laaurence-Lane, he did not 
care to be at the Inn; for if the Bill had appear'd

You 
will obſerve this Indictment charges the Priſoner at 
the Bar with a Crime of a very heinous Nature, no 
leſs than Forgery, and of a Species of Forgery that 
is very pernicious, | . 
Gentlemen, there is one Difficulty which is a Miſ- 
fortune to the Publick; that it 1s extreamly diffi- 
cult to convict Offenders by poſitive Proof; Crimes 
of this Nature are generally tranſacted in the Dark: 
What we are to lay before you, and the only Evi- 
dence that can be brought, are the Circumſtances 
and Manner of tranfacting this Bill of Exchange. 
Gentlemen, the Priſoner at the Bar is no Stranger; 
he is a Perſon that has liv'd in the Compting-Houſe 
of a great Merchant in this City, Mr. Dillon; but 
when he enter'd upon this Scene of Action, and diſ

I would ob- 
ſerve to you, as I go along, that this ſeems to be an 
extraordinary Method of negociating a Bill of Ex- 
change; it is uncommon for a Perſon to call a Por- 
ter in the Street, to ſend a mere Stranger with a 
Bill of Exchange to a Merchant. Would it not 
have been natural to have gone himſelf to Mr. Ne/- 
bit's to have had this Bill of Exchange accepred; 
inſtead of Joitering-abone Bloſſom's Inn ? The next 
Day he thought proper to proceed in à different 
Manner; then the Scene of Action was open'd in 
Whitechapel; there hie calls a Porter aud ſends him 
for the Money, as ſuppoſing the Bill accepted: But: 
I ſhould have told you, that Night, or the next 


Morning, Mr. Nesbit having an Opportunity to 


examine the Bill, found it was not one of thoſe: he 
uſed to receive from Barton and Comp. it was diffe- 
rent in the Hand-writing; and another Circum- 
ſtance, that Meſſ. Barton have for many Years had 
their Bills printed upon Copper-Plate, and fill'd up 
their Names and Sums in Writing; Mr, Nesbit ob-

Porter coming from Whitechapel for the Bill, Mr. 


Nesbit's Servant immediately ſent for a Conſtable 
and ſeour*d him: Enquiry was then made who ho 
was and from whence he came ; he ſaid he was di- 
rected to come by a Perſon who was waiting for 


him at the Fountain Althouſe ; they went thither in 


fearch of him, but he had left that Houſe and was 
found loitering in the Street: Seeing the Porter he 
went up to him and aſk'd him what he had done 
with the Bill; the Fellow call'd him Rogue, and 
told hin that he had like to have drawn him into 
a Scrape, for it was a forged Bill: The Conſtable 
being near at hand ſeiz'd him and carry'd him be-
